You are hereby notified, pursuant to Section 5/10-2.1-17 of Chapter 65 of the Illinois Compiled Statutes, 
that you are suspended as a Police Officer of the Police Department of the Village of Norridge, for a period 
of one day, February 5,2016 for the following reason: 

That on to-wit, January 19, 2016, at approximately 2135 hours Officer Louis Rosado parked his vehicle in 
the secured access parking area used for prisoner transport and access to lock-up area. While entering the 
secure rear building access, Officer Rosado observed a large Bowie Knife unattended on top of a shop 
vacuum next to the entrance. The knife was in a position which could be reached by an arrestee and posed 
a risk to officer safety. Rosado notified Corporal Urey and the knife was recovered and removed from the 
area. At the supervisor meeting held on 1/20/2016, Corporal Urey presented the knife to the supervisors and 
Sergeant Auriemma admitted to leaving the knife in the secured area.
